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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


W,.TEB  SUPPLIES 

The  water  in  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  South-East  Breconshire 
Water  Board,  In  addition,  a small  number  of  premises  receive  piped 
supplies  from  private  sources* 

No  extension  or  renewal  of  distribution  mains  were  necessary  in  the  area. 
Extensions  of  service  mains  were  carried  out  on  Housing  Estates  to  provide  for 
further  development. 

On  the  31st  December  1971,  it  was  estimated  that,  of  the  estimated 
population  of  S5o0,  Qy/0  were  receiving  a piped  supply  from  the  South-East 
Breconshire  Water  Board  and  10 % from  private  sources  of  supply  giving  a total 
of  93%  of  the  dwellings  in  the  district  receiving  a piped  supply. 

When  consideration  is  given  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  district  and 
its  altituaes  in  certain  parts,  the  figure  of  93%  can  be  described  as  being  very 
satisfactory. 

Sampling. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  from  private  supplies  by  the  Authority  prior 
to  the  installation  of  private  piped  supplies,  inspections  are  made,  and  advice 
given  on  remedial  measures  necessary  for  the  improvement  of  these  supplies.

Routine  sampling  for  chemical  analysis  is  carried  out  by  the  South-East 
Breconshire  Water  Board  at  their  treatment  Works  at  Portis  and  chlorine  samples 
are  taken  daily. 

■Flouride  Content 

The  Board1 s supply  is  not  subjected  to  flouridation,  Samples  of 

water  are  taken  for  examination  for  the  presence  of  flouride  parts  at  the  Portis 
Treatment  Works  indicate  that  the  natural  content  is  0,036  parts  per  million. 

Although  the  Board  has  been  appointed  Agents  under  contract  to  introduce 
flouride  into  the  water 9 the  County  Council  have  not  as  yet  given  the  go-ahead 
for  it  to  be  done. 
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METEOROLOGY 


Tlie  following  data  concerning  meteorology  for  197'Uwith  comparative 
figures  for  the  previous  year)  has  boon  kindly  supplied  by  the  Usk  River 
Authority  and  was  recorded  at  the  Brecon  Beacons  Mountain  Centre.

They  arc  classified  as  business  premises  and 
a charge  is  made  for  their  treatment*  Either  a contract  for  12  months  can  be 
made  at  a charge  of  £5  or  otherwise  a charge  is  made  for  labour,  travelling 
and  materials  used. 

Poison  bait  is  now  issued  free  for  use  by  occupiers  of  all  dwellings. 
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HOUSING 


On  completion  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  in  195^»  it  was  evident  after 
examining  the  summary  of  categorisation  that  a realistic  housing  problem 
existed  within  the  district*  Since  the  introduction  of  the  Slum  Clearance 
Programme  in  195^+  the  Council  has  been  actively  engaged  in  tackling  the 
problem  either  : - 

(a)  By  official  representations  under  the  Housing  Acts  1936  and  1957* 

(b)  By  encouraging  owners  to  carry  out  necessary  repairs  and  improve*- 
ment  work  to  sub-standard  properties  if  it  was  deemed  that  these 
properties  could  be  brought  up  to  a standard  at  a realistic  cost* 

In  the  case  of  (a)  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  a considerable  number  of 
properties  - even  though  formally  represented  have  been  converted,  inrproved 
and  repaired  to  provide  adequate  housing  accommodation  of  the  required  standard. 

A review  of  the  efforts  made  to  date  and  reported  to  the  Council  during  the 
year  indicated  conclusively  that  a reasonable  degreee  of  success  has  been 
obtained. 

The  figured  show  that  roughly  95%  of  the  domestic  dwellings  categorised  in 
Grade  5 have  one  way  or  another  been  successfully  ..dealt!  with,r. 

Of  tho  20  outstanding  properties  that  require  attention  a number  are  unoccupied 
some  of  ii/hich  are  rapidly  becoming  derelic.  Of  the  3&5  properties  which 

have  been  dealt  with  officially  172  have  been  brought  up  to  standard  with  or 
without  grant  odd. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Rents  Act  of  1957  and  i960,  as  no  application 
for  Certificates  or  cancellation  of  Certificates  were  received.

Although  understandably,  not  quite  as  popular  as  discretionary  grants, 
many  projjerty  owners  who  perhaps  could  not  afford  to  do  all  the  work  laid 
down  in  the  discretionary  grant  twelve  point  standard,  have  resorted  to 
standard  grant  schemes*  To  date  134  of  these  schemes  have  been  considered 

and  approved,  124  have  been  completed  and  10  were  under  way. 

Owners  to  whom  standard  grants  have  been  paid  can, if  they  so  wish, 
submit  a further  scheme  for  a discretionary  grant  at  a later  date* 

Accordingly,  if  an  owner  wishes  to  tackle  a project  in  two  stages,  he  could 
start  with  a Standard  Grant  and  finish  with  a Discretionary  Grant.
